What is probably the last of the many 
innovations to the eredit of the now depart- 
ing Dublin City Commissioners is the 
provision of a new type of hand-barrow 
for the use of men engaged in sweeping 
the streets during the day-time.

[that the hew barrow is, properly speaking, 
not a barrow at all. but two galvanised 
bins-cum-lids—for all the world like milk 
urns—slung on a special kind of metal 
frame fitted with wheels. When full these 
bins ean be easily detached from their 
carriage, emptied and cleaned with great 
facility. They take up less room in the 
thoroughfare, and are much easier to 
propel than the older type. The old 
barrows, which have done duty for many 
years, were timber-built throughout, and 
stoutly built at that. Their greatest fault 
was that, heine open to the winds of 
heaven, papers and dust were free to fly 
about the streets acdain.

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Pagan and Christian Stones. 


The ancient Irish crosses at Clonmiac- 
noise and Monasterboice are known, of 
course, to almost everyone ; but I doubt if 
many of my countrymen realise that there 
are many similar monuments less ornate, 
perhaps, but equally —— in archzeo- 
logical value, scattered throughout the 
country. The Inishowen Peninsula, in 
Co. Donegal, numbers many such crosses, 
and boasts, in addition, an old stone circle 
used for pagan rites. The crosses in this 
district, and in many others as well, are 
thought by authorities to have been carved 
from the original stones which formed part 
of a pagan circle, and which were altered 
when the inhabitants became converted tg 
Christianity, Ledwich, in his “ Antiqui- 
ties of Ireland,” refers to this practice of 
carving the old pagan stones into the 
Christian symbol, and remarks :— 

‘‘ The converts, having no fixed chapels 
or pastors, the latter were sent to instruct 
them occasionally, and the place of meet- 
ing was always where such assemblies were 
held in times of paganism, at 
upright pyramidal stones or in stone 
circles. These upright stones were, by an 
easy operation of carving a cross on them, 
changed from a heathen to a Christian 
symbol; and they served for churches 
among the Saxons in 740, as a British 
missioner informs us, and among the 
Irish from what has been related.’’

A Famous Case. 


The death of the widow of the Tichborne 
claimant recalls the fact that the counsel 
for the claimant in the perjury trial was 
an Irishman, Edward ;Vaughan Kenealy. 
The claimant was acquitted, but for his 
extraordinary conduct in the case Kenealy 
was disbarred, and later his mind became 
totally unhinged, 

Kenealy, who was born in Cork, was 
descended on his mother’s side from 
Rochester, the Restoration poet, and 
claimed to belong to the Plantagenet 
family. He graduated at Trinity College, 
and then entered Gray's Inn. In London, 
where he drifted into journalism, he came 
to know Thackeray, Dickens and Maginn. 
A poet of the hoaxing type, popularised by 
“ Father Prout’’ and Maginn, he pub- 
lished in 1845 a volume of poems and 
translations in twelve different languages. 
Despite the approval of literary men, their 
humour was incomprehensible to the man 
in the street, and the volume was eventually 
sold as a “ remainder’’ at twopence a 
copy. Kenealy’s literary work is now for- 
gotten, and he himself is remembered only 
for his wild accusations against the judges 
in the famous case, 


The Code.

The old woman never called her brother 
from his own house, as an ordinary 
mortal would do. She stood in her own 
doorway and made queer passes with her 
checked apron, until presently he would 
sidle along as unobtrusively as possible.

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THE DENTISTS ACT. 


FIRST PROSECUTION IN 
FREE STATE. 


DISTRICT JUSIICE AND 
THE BOARD. 


~~ 


In the Limerick District Court yesterday 
the first prosecution under the Free State 
Dentists Act, 1928, came before District 
Justice Flood. The Dental Board summoned 
Walter E. H. Dowling, North Sirand, 
Limerick, for practising, as alleged, without 
being on the dental register. 

Mr. Fawsitt, who was instructed by Mr. 
W. McCracken, solicitor, Dublin, having 
cited the section of the Act under which the 
case was brought, was about to call his 
witnesses when Mr. E. D. Treacy, solicitor, 
Limerick, for the defendant, intimated that 
he would plead guilty to two technical 
breaches of the statute in respect of two 
occasions on which his client practised with. 
out being registered. | 

Mr. Dowling, he said, had been practising 
in Limerick for a number of years, and was 
registered in the United Kingdom. His 
meglect to apply for registration in the Free 
State was ig to a good deal of domestic 
trouble. When the summons was issued he 
offered to register and pay all expenses 
incidental to the prosecution. This proposal 
had been rejected, and evidently nothing 
that he would do would satisfy the Board. 
He asked the Court to hold that the defen- 
dant did everything possible to comply with 
the statute. 

Mr. Fawsitt pointed out that the Dental} 
Board was established to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Act. Two of its main objects 
was to protect people against quack chemists 
and to protect the interests of the dentist 
profession. 

In answer to Justice Flood, counsel said 
that Mr. Dowling was on the register, but 
did not pay his retention fee, in which 
circumstance the Act provided that he was 
liable to be struck off, and he was. 

Justice Flood said that the proposal made 
by Mr. Treacy was very clear, but was not 
accepted. There ought not be vindictiveness 
in the prosecution, having regard to the 
proposal made in Mr. Treacy’s letter. He 
(the Justice) knew that the Medical Board 
would meet a defendant on a proposal of 
that kind. 

Mr. Fawsitt—I cannot say what the 
Medical Board would do. It was, he added, 
with extreme regret and reluctance that the 
Board instituted these proceedings. 

Justice Flood said that the Board could 
exercise here their function without being 
vindictive. Mr. Dowling was a very respect- 
able man, who was on the Free State register, 
but neglected to pay his retention fee, due, 
no doubt. to domestic trouble. He had made 
a perfectly fair and reasonable proposition. 
and he (the Justice) could not entertain the 
proposal to penalise him. There should be 
more give and take with boards and public 
bodies in these matters. Defendant tad 
pleaded guilty to two breaches of the Act. 
and in each case he would impose a fine of 
£1 and ordinary costs of Court. He declined 
to certify for counsel, and said that the case 
could have been conducted by a local 
solicitor when a plea of guiltv was entered. 
Mr. Dowling was a perfectly bona fide 
dentist. and there was nothing of the quack 
about him. 


NEW BELFAST SCHOOL 
OPENED. 


LORD CRAIGAVON ON 
PROGRESS IN EDUCATION, 


The Prime Minister of Northern Ireland 
(Viscount Craigavon) vesterday afternoon 
opened the new Mountcollyer public elemen- 
tary school, which is the eighth new school 
built in Belfast during the past few years by 
the Education Committee of the Corporation. 
The school occupies a site on the T.umestone 
road, and was built at a cost of over £30,000. 
It has accommodation for over 1,200 pupils. 

The Lord Mayor (Sir Wm. Coates) presiding 
,at the opening cereraony, said there were 
approximately 63,000 elementary school chil 
dren in Belfast, and accommodation of a 
modern type had now been provided by the 
Education Committee for about 20,000 of these 
children. 

The Chairman of the Education Committee 
‘Councillor D. Lyle Hall) said that if Ulster 
was to flourish education must first do so; and 
the wav to solve that was to do what the 
Committee was busy doing—providing 
thoroughly up-to date schools, equipped with 
the most approved modern appliances and 
staffed with teachers of the first grade.

Declaring the school open, Lord Craigavon 
said he was extremely proud of the progress 
made throughout the whole of Ulster with 
regard to education. He would always en

When their 
full programme of school construction in the 
city was completed he believed thev would be 
in advance of any other city of similar size 
not only in Great Britain, but in the Em 
pire.

COMBINE AND NEW 
SERVICES.

BELFAST, Friday. 

When the fight between the privately- 
owned motor omnibuses and the Belfast 
Corporation tramcars was at its height, and 
the Corporaiion was loosing £4,000 per week, 
the Northern Government, through the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, stepped in, and 
an arrangement was made whereby the 
Corporation was granted the sole right to run 
tramcars and omnibuses within the city 
voundary for the carriage of city passengers to 
points within the city. On the other hand, 
the proprieters of existing motor ‘bus services 
in other parts of Northern Ireland were to be 
freed from the competition of new services, 
provided adequate services were maintained 
by them to meet the public need. 

FARES INCREASED BY TRIBUNAL. 

This, in fact, set up two monopolies, or 
controlled monoplies, one for the Crporation 
in Belfast and the other for ‘bus services out- 
side the city boundary. 

Since then the railways have acquired a 
number of the country ‘bus services. A fares’ 
tribunal was set up, with Sir Lynden 
Macassey as Chairman, to revise, where 
necessary, the omnibus fares on different 
ruutes., 

On several routes this tribunal increased 
the ‘bus fares. Many of the ‘bus users 
resept these increases, particularly in the 
Holy wood and Ballyclare districts, notwith- 
standing the fact that the increases are not 
large. These dissatisfied users are threatening 
to put their own ‘buses on the road as private 
vehicles, and an Ulster Passenger Omnibus 
Comb:ne has been formed, with the object, 
apparently, of supplying an alternative 
service on scme kind of voluntary co-opera- 
tive hasis, and breaking the _ existing 
monopoly .’ 

The Northern Ministry of Home Affairs has 
virtually prohibited the enterprise, and has 
warned private hirers and omnibus pro- 
prietors that the combine is regarded as 
illegal. 

Mr. T. McClements. who is one of the lead. 
ing figures in the movement, declares that 
there is nothing illegal in their action and 
that omnibuses will be provided within a 
month. 

MINISTRY'S VIEW. 

The Ministry, on the other hand, hold that 
the combine’s effort is directly against the 
whole policy of the Ministry in regard to 
omnibus services and the use of roads for 
public service vehicles, and that if the law 
at present is not sufficiently strong to deal 
with the matter—and they contend it is—a 
new law will be introduced. 

Interesting developments are probable, and 
omnibus users throughout Northern Treland 
who have considerable sympathy with the 
efforts of the combine, are anxious to know 
what will be the next move. 

t is known that had the Ministry not 
placed a veto on the new services these would 
now have been in operation from Belfast to 
Holywood and Belfast to Ballyclare.

(Twenty-eight signatures were 
appended yesterday, including that of the 
Irish Free State.)

Repayment of War Loan. 


We may congratulate the British 
Treasury upon its decision to avail itself 
cheap price of money to save 
The invitation to tender for an 
unlimited amount of Four per Cent. 
Treasury Bonds, dated 1934-1936, at a 
price of £100 10s. Od. is a sound move. If 
the new loan receives an adequate response, 
the Treasury will be able to redeem the 
whole of the Four per Cent. War Loan 
(income tax compounded), 1929-1942, and to 
effect thus a saving of about one per cent., 
or £754,000 a year. January 15th, 1931, 
has been fixed as the date on which the 
option to repay the Four per Cent. War 
Loan may be exercised. This project is 
timely and is likely to appeal equally to 
the Exchequer and to the public. For 
several years the long-term , Government 
loans have stood at a premium over the 
short-term, and holders of the Four per 
Cent. War Loan, in all probability, will 
not be sorry to secure their investment in 
the new bonds rather than to run the risk 
of immediate repayment in what may 
prove to be an unpromising market. The 
price of money, of course, is the guiding 
factor in all such transactions, and it is 
true that lately the Government has been 
forced to raise its bid for accommodation 
by 7-32 per cent.

“Big fleas have little fleas upon their 
backs to bite 'em ' appears to be the 
burden of Sir Daniel Hall’s comments on 
a proper cure for the troubles of Kenya’s 
coffee-growers. The “ mealy bug,” it 
seems, has been playing havoc in the 
Kenya plantations. To combat this evil 
naturalists sought a counter-irritant, and 
finally were confident that they had dis- 
covered what they wanted in an “' appro- 
priate lady bird,’’ which could be trusted 
to expunge the mealy bug from Kenya. 
Unhappily, as so often happens when 
Nature’s chain of destruction receives in- 
terference or embellishment, the cure was 
found to be worse than the evil. The 
appropriate lady bird apparently brings in 
her train a pernicious kind of ant, whose 


| depredations are serious in the last degree,

visitation was an even more 
potent ant, steps were taken to produce 1t. 
Oncegagain failure awaited the coffee- 
growers. The desirable ant breeds in the 
ground—a circumstance which renders its 
propagation impossible in the highly tilled 
plantations—with the result that its less 
desirable cousin still, as we understand, 
holds sway in Kenya.

Lady Haig’s suggestion to-day that the 
financial success of Poppy Day might be 
increased by the use of Flanders poppie- 
on motor vehicles during the week befo a 
the Armistice Day celebration 1s net 
likely to be without effect. In previous 
years many motorists have adorned their 
cars with sprays of poppies, and the 
practice is likely to be extended in the 
future. There is a shortage of poppy 
sellers in some districts, and Lady Haig 
is appealing to women to give a day for 
personal service once a year In the cause 
of the British Legion. The poppy wreaths 
made in the Legion fectories provide work 
for many disabled ex-Service men, and tho 
profits from their sale relieve numerous 
cases of distress. 


Agriculture and Science. 


How the farmer throughout the Empire 
is kept in touch with the latest results e! 
scientific research is told in a report to 
day by the Empire Marketing Board under 
the title of “The Dissemination of 
Research Results Among Agricultural Pro 
ducers.” This report consists: mainly of 
replies from all parts of the Empire to 
a questionnaire issued by the Board. Sir 
Daniel Hall, in an introduction, points 
out that the most effective means to diffuse 
information among farmers is by personal 
visits of instructors and experts to 1n- 
dividual farms. The next best process 
appears to be by visits of the farmer to 
demonstration farms and experimental! 
stations. The less intimate the personal 
contacts, the less effective the education 
will be. Lectures, broadeasts, films 
bulletins, ‘‘better farming’’ trains and 
other methods are discussed, including 4 
development of the ‘‘ demonstration train,”’ 
which is desoribed as a motor car to which 
1s attached a van containing the exhibits 
The instructor visits villages, looking af 
farms. and giving lectures and demonstra 
tions with his van in the evenings. This 
method has not been tried hitherto in the 
Empire. 


London s Weather. 


London woke up this morning to find 
the sun shining under a blue sky and an 
atmosphere like that of summer. The glass 
was so high that people were tempted to 
hope that the weeks of gloom and rainfal! 
would be succeeded by a spell of genial 
autumn weather. The experts to-day have 
been assuring us that there will be fair 
weather and warm days during the week's 
end, but they refuse to amplify their state- 
ment. The change is due to the wind, 
which has veered to a more southerly point 
and has caused the skies to clear. 
Londoners almost had despaired of .the 
shdrt spell of -fine weather. usnally ex- 
perienced in September. 


Famine in Russia. 


The export of immense qu: ‘rtities of 
food of all kinds from Russia has. been 
remarked throughout the civilised world, 
and attention has been called to the fact 
that the Russian people are in a serious 
condition in regard to food supplies, How 
terrible that situation is can be gauged 
from the statement that im many centres 
large numbers of the so-called .' in- 
tellectual’’ classes have been deprived of 
their food cards. This means that they 
no longer have a right to purchase rations 
of any kind, bat must join with thousands 
of others to pick up what they can in a 
“free market.” which is really non- 
existent. In Moscow something like three 
hundred thousand food cards have been 
taken away, and in Leningrad the number 
is said to be eighty-four thousand. 
‘‘Tntellectuals’’ in other large cities hare 
been treated in a similar manner. 


Lancashire Cotton. 


“A meeting will be held in London 
shortly, when the heads of all the banks 
interested in the Lancashire cotton 1m 
dustry will discuss the position of the 
industry as a whole, with particular refe) 
ence to the banks’ special interests in the 
rationalising of different sections of the 
trade. Itis rumoured that a result of this 
gathering may be the formulation of a 
general policy, which is considered neces 
sary in view of the fact that there 1s at 
present wide difference of opinion amon: 
the banks about the general principles 
which ought to be followed in regard to 
debtor firms.

Repayment of War Loan. 


We may congratulate the British 
Treasury upon its decision to avail itself 
of the cheap price of money to save 
interest. The invitation to tender for an 
unlimited amount of Four per Cent. 
Treasury Bonds, dated 1934-1936, at a 
price of £100 10s. Od. is a sound move. If 
the new loan receives an adequate response, 
the Treasury will be able to redeem the 
whole of the Four per Cent. War Loan 
(income tax compounded), 1929-1942, and to 
effect thus a saving of about one per cent., 
or £754,000 a year. January 15th, 1931, 
has been fixed as the date on which the 
option to repay the Four per Cent. War 
Loan may be exercised. This project is 
timely and is likely to appeal equally to 
the Exchequer and to the public. For 
several years the long-term Government 
loans have stood at a premium over the 
short-term, and holders of the Four per 
Cent. War Loan, in all probability, will 
not be sorry to secure their investment in 
the new bonds rather than to run the risk 
of immediate repayment in what may 
prove to be an unpromising market, The 
price of money, of course, is the guiding 
factor in all such transactions, and it is 
true that lately the Government has been 
forced to raise its bid for accommodation 
by 7-32 per cent. Nevertheless, no constant 
rise in interest rates can be expected with 
any certainty, and we may suppose, there- 
fore, that the ordinary investor will prefer 
a security of between £3 16s. 6d. and 
£5 18s. Od. per cent.—the yield of the new 
bonds—to the uncertain four per cent. of 
the existing, but dying, issue. Even in this 
statement we assume that he obtained his 
Four per Cent. War Loan at par. Although 
the new bonds are redeemable theoretically 
at three months’ notice on or after April

Parasites. 


“ Big fleas have little fleas upon their 
backs to bite 'em ”' appears to be the 
burden of Sir Daniel Hall’s comments on 
a proper cure for the troubles of Kenya’s 
coffee-growers. The ‘‘ mealy bug,” it 


‘seems, has been playing havoc in the 


Kenya plantations. To combat this evil 
naturalists sought a counter-irritant, and 
finally were confident that they had dis- 
covered what they wanted in an ‘ appro- 
priate lady bird,’’ which could be trusted 
to expunge the mealy bug from Kenya. 
Unhappily, as so often happens when 
Nature’s chain of destruction receives in- 
terference or embellishment, the cure was 
found to be worse than the evil. The 
appropriate lady bird apparently brings in 
her train a pernicious kind of ant, whose 
depredations are serious in the last degree, 


visitation was an even more 
potent ant, steps were taken to produce it. 
Oncegagain failure awaited the coffee- 
growers. The desirable ant breeds in the 
ground—a circumstance which renders its 
propagation impossible in the highly tilled 
plantations—with t 
desirable cousin still, as we understand, 
holds sway in Kenya. At present the 
coffee-growers’ battle with parasites Is 
being fought in chemical laboratories, and 
a paper band, smeared with a lethal form 
of creosote, is being prepared, which will 
debar the ingress of the destructive ants, 
but will not hamper the lady birds. We 
hope that these efforts will be successful, 
since we know the irreparable damage 
which another parasite—the boll-weevil— 
caused to the Sea Island cotton crop in

I mentioned a few days ago that the 
present time, when money is .cheap 
seemed favourable for any convermon 
scheme thet the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ‘might contemplate, and it 
seems that Mr. Snowden has made plans 
for a financial transaction which ought tn 
save the Treasury something between half 
a million and a million pounds in the 
payment of interest on the Four per Cent.

There 1s one point 
about the transaction which is important. 
since it reveals that there will be no 
reduction in the income tax next year;

Something like £75,000,000 of 
the tax-compounded War Loan 18 oul 
standing. There was an all-round rise in 
the price of Government securities on the 
Stock Exchange to-day, which was 
assisted by the knowledge that, when the 
loan is repaid, there will be a very con 
siderable amount of money for which 
investments must be found. 


Flanders Poppies. 


Lady Haig's suggestion to-day that the 
financial success of Poppy Day might be 
increased by the use of Flanders poppie: 
on motor vehicles during the week befora 
the Armistice Day celebration Is not 
likely to be without effect. In previous 
vears manv motorists have adorned their 
cars with sprays of poppies, and the 
practice is likely to be extended in thie 
future. There is a shortage of poppy 
sellors in some districts, and Lady Haig 
is appealing to women to give a day for 
personal service once a year In the cause 
of the British Legion. The poppy wreaths 
made in the Legion fectories provide work 
for many disabled ex-Service men, and the 
profits from their sale relieve numerous 
cases of distress. 


Agriculture and Science. 


How the farmer throughout the Empire 
is kept in touch with the latest results ©! 
scientific research is told in a report to- 
day by the Empire Marketing Board under 
the title of “The Dissemination of 
Research Results Among Agricultural Pro 
ducers.” This report consists mainly of 
replies from all parts of the Empire ta 
a questionnaire issued by the Board. Sir 
Daniel Hall, in an introduction, points 
out that the most effective means to diffuse 
information among farmers is by personal 
visits of instructors and experts to 1n- 
dividual farms. The next best process 
appears to be by visits of the farmer to 
demonstration farms and experimental 
stations. The less intimate the persona! 
contacts, the less effective the education 
will be. Lectures, broadeasts, films. 
bulletins. “better farming’’ trains and 
other methods are discussed, including 4 
development of the ‘‘ demonstration train.” 
which is desoribed as a motor car to which 
ts attached a van containing the exhibits 
The instructor visits villages, looking af 
farms. and giving lectures and demonstra 
tions with his van in the evenings. This 
method has not been tried hitherto in the 
Empire. 


London s Weather. 


London woke up this morning to find 
the sun shining under a blue sky and an 
atmosphere like that of summer. The glass 
was so high that people were tempted to 
hope that the weeks of gloom and rainfa!! 
would be succeeded by a spell of genial 
autumn weather. The experts to-day have 
been assuring us that there will be fair 
weather and warm days during the week's 
end, but they refuse to amplify their state- 
ment. The change is due to the wind, 
which has veered to a more southerly point 
and has caused the skies to clear. 
Londoners almost had despaired of .the 
shdrt spell of fine weather. usually ex- 
perienced in September. : 


Famine in Russia. 


The export of immense qui ‘rtities of 
food of all kinds from Russia has. been 
remarked throughout the civilised world, 
and attention has been called to the fact 
that the Russian people are in a serious 
condition in regard to food supplies. How 
terrible that situation is can be gauged 
from the statement that in many centres 
large numbers of the so-called “'in- 
tellectual’’ classes have been deprivéd of 
their food cards. This means that they 
no longer have a right to purchase rations 
of any kind, bat must join with thousands 
of others to pick up what they can in a 
““free market.” which is really non- 
existent. In Moscow something like three 
hundred thousand food cards have been 
taken away, and in Leningrad the number 
is said to be eighty-four thousand. 
‘‘ Intellectuals’’ in other large cities hare 
been treated in a similar manner. 


Lancashire Cotton. 


A meeting will be held in London 
shortly, when the heads of all the banks 
interested in the Lancashire cotton in 
dustry will discuss the position of the 
industry as a whole, with particular refer 
ence to the banks’ special interests in the 
rationalising of different sections of the 
trade. It is rumoured that a result oí this 
gathering may be the formulation of á 
general policy, which is considered neces 
sary in view of the fact that there is af 
present wide difference of opinion among 
the banks about the general principles 
which ought to be followed in regard to 
debtor firms. This is another development 
of the “ stocktaking ” that is now going 
on in all departments, and possibly in- 
dustry will be all the better for it. 


Miss Susan Lawrence. 


When the Labour 
opens at Llandudno next Monday 
president will be a woman, Miss Susan 
Lawrence, M.P., Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Health. This 
function belongs to her as Chairman of the 
Labour Party, and it will be interesting 
to see how she acquits herself. The task 
demands absolute firmness, combined with 
a considerable amount of tact; for the 
Labour Party usually pays little attention 
to the conventions governing a public dis- 
cussion. Miss Lawrence is the first woman 
Chairman of the Labour Party, though 
Miss Margaret Bondfield has been Chair- 
man of the Trades Union Congress.

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CHICAGO EXECUTION

A crowd of three hundred men—the largest 
ever to witness an execution in Ilinois—this 
morning looked through a glass partition at 
two negroes dying in the electric chair. 

The men, who were sentenced for murder 
during a bank robbery, wore black masks. 
One of them was partly paralysed and suffer’ 
ing from tuberculosis. He had to be carried 
to the death chamber. The first shock of 
1,900 volts, which was slowly reduced to 
volts, lasted for two minutes. At the end of 
iwo minutes, however, the man was still 
alive, and another minute was required before 
he died.

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LONDON MAIL VAN 
WRECKED. 


STATEMENT BY POSTAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


+ 


A mail van which was being loaded at 
the General Post Office Sorting Office at 
Mount Pleasant, London, yesterday was 
wrecked by a mysterious explosion, and 
four men suffered from shock. 

The following official statement was 
issued by the Post Office authorities :— 

‘* Shortly after one o'clock to-day, while 
loading operations were taking place at a 
platform in the yard of Mount Pleasant 
Post Office of a van for the South-Western 
District Office in Howick place, there was 
un explosion. The van was being loaded 
with parcels. Four bags had been placed 
in the van. While the fifth bag was being 
loaded an explosion took place. Some 
explosive substance inside the fifth bag 
exploded, having the effect of blowing up 
the bag and its contents, and also the 


THE INJURED. 

The driver was not in his place at the 
time. Four men engaged in loading opera- 
tions near by sufiered from shock—one 
o: them, the porter, who was in the van 
at the time of the explosion, more severelv 


than the others. ‘They all received atten- 
tion from the Post Offce staff, and after 
treatment were allowed to go home. 

‘“The four men were J. Rhodes, C. W. 
Chrisfield, A. C. Salter and F. T. Archer. 
The latter two were the more seriously 
injured. 

‘The whole circumstances are being 
investigated by staff officials and detectives 
from Scotland Yard. 


WAS IT AN IRISH BAG? 


“* We do not know yet whether the bag 
which was destroyed was in transit or 
whether it had been made up at Mount 
Pleasant. Just fragments of it remain, 
and the heavy task of tracing it among 
thousands is being undertaken imme- 
diately. It is not yet known if it came 
from Ireland, as has been suggested. 

‘“ The parcel was an ordinary one, and 
had come, as far as we know, through 
ordinary postal channels. 

‘“ The South-Western district, to which 


it was consigned, covers Whitehall, 
Brixton, Pimlico, Sloane square and 
Knightsbridge, «..d includes Buckingham 
Palace. 

“ We are convinced that the cause of 
the explosion was some explosive matter 
in a parcel. No fragments of metal, as 
far as we know, have been discovered.”’ 


SCOTLAND YARD AT WORK. 


Special branch officers of Scotland 
Yard, who were called to make investiga- 
tions at Mount Pleasant, have examined 
the wreckage caused by the explosion, and 
it is understood that they take a serious 
view of the matter. An examination of 
the remnants of woodwork, mails and torn 
bags found in the vicinity revealed certain 
materials of which the detectives have 
taken possession, and it has been deemed 


expert opinion as to the findings. 

So great was the damage caused by the 
explosion that considerable difficulty has 
been experienced in tracing the postal 
area from which the explosive matter was 
sent, and until this can be established 
it is not an easy matter to determine the 
real significance of the act. 

In conjunction with the staff of Post 
Office detectives, Scotland Yard officers 
are making every effort to obtain an ex- 
planation of the affair. Reports that the 
explosive packet was part of the Belfast 
mail have yet to be definitely confirmed.

Herr Adolf Hitler, the National-Socialist 
leader, in conversation with me last night, 
gave indications of his party’s attitude on 
Germany’s relations with foreign Powers 
generally, and with Great Britain in par- 
ticular. 

In reply to a question as to whether a 
National-Socialist Foreign Minister would 
insist on complete repudiation of the 
Treaty of Versailles or would be satisfied 
with pursuing a policy of revision, Herr 
Hitler said: ‘‘ This is a question which 
cannot be answered with a simple negative 
or affirmative. 


FOREIGN OBLIGATIONS. 


“The decisive factor in our attitude 
towards foreign obligations is not what we 
want to do. but what we can do. Just as 
it is a dishonest act for a merchant to put 
his name to a bill which he knows he 
cannot meet,’so it is equally dishonourable 
for a statesman to sign on behalf of a 
nation an international agreement which 
he knows that nation to be incapable of

gs” " 
‘“You may rely on one thing, and that 


is that we will not undertake anything 
which we cannot perform.”’ 
‘HEADS WILL ROLL.” 

Referring to the phrase, “ Heads will 
roll,’’ used by him when giving evidence 
at the Leipzig trial, Herr Hitler said: 
“When I and my comrades in arms were

fifty yards away from us in the British 
trenches were honourable men.

If we could act thus towards men 
whom we recognised to be honourable, what 
must our attitude be towards those whom 
we know to be unprincipled—those who 
are responsible for the ruin of their Father- 
land. 

“Perhaps, it is more difficult for 
England than for any other nation to 
imagine herself in Germany’s desperate 
position. Never has England been so com- 
pletely humiliated and so hopelessly over- 
powered as Germany was in the autumn of 
1918. England, which had not suffered 
invasion and subjection by a foreign Power 
for centuries; England, where no battle, 
even of civil war, has been fought since 
the days of Sedgemoor—England can have 
no conception of our terrible plight. 


“ IN A STRICTLY LEGAL MANNER.”

and yet it happened. But any act of 
justice we should find necessary would be 
taken in a strictly legal manner. Do not

CONQUERING THE REICHSTAG. 


The rumours of a National Socialist 
putsch Herr Jlitler described as ‘‘ ridi- 
culous’’ (ausgeschlossen). ‘*‘ We are not 
out for a bloody revolution,’’ he added, 
with the greatest vehemence. ‘‘ We are 
conquering the Reichstag. We have 
already made ourselves the second 
strongest party, and at the next election 
we shall become the strongest party in the 
Reich.

““I firmly believe that the last vestiges: 


of estrangement between England and 
Germany will before long disappear com- 
pletely. . Whatever may be LEngland’s 
attitude towards us now, it may well be 
that at no very remote date England will 
be glad of the existence of a strong and re- 
awakened Germany. The danger is not 
yet imminent, but if one day the 
Bolshevist menace spread in all directions, 
and the Red Flag flew from Vladivostock 
to the English Channel, what then? 


A VITAL NECESSITY. 


“The Germany of the present day is too 
weak to withstand Bolshevist aggression, 
and, therefore, our movement is no mere 
jingoism, but a vital necessity to Germany 
and Europe.’’ 

‘TI cannot conceive,’’ said Herr Hitler, 
in conclusion, ‘‘how our aims and methods 
can be taken exception to by any true 
Englishman.’’ 


U.S. AND BRITISH 
SUPREMACY.

MR. KELLAWAY ON 
LATEST CHALLENGE, 
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Speaking at the opening of the extensions 
to the Marconi works at Chelmsford yester- 
day, Mr. F. G. Kellaway, managing director 
of the company, said that the British Empire 
had done the pioneer work in the methods 
of communication whether by telegraph, tele- 
phone, aircraft or shipping, and had built up 
systems of incomparable strength and 
mobility. In their own field of. long- 
distance telegraphy and telephony the British 
Empire, from the time of Marconi’s inven- 
tion, had led the world, while shipping enter- 
prise and an instinctive sea-sense had enabled 
the shipping owners to build up a position 
which no other country could equal. 

A REMARKABLE BOOK. 

“There has recently been published in 
America a remarkable book by a leading 
Amerjcan publicist, Mr. Ludwell Denny,’’ he 
said. “The book is called “America 
Conquers Britain.’ It has not attracted 
that amount of public attention in this 
country which its character and importance 
deserve. Of that branch of communication 
with which we are concerned, Mr. Denny 
says that the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corporation of New York has 
probably done more in nine years to break 
the British wireless communication monopoly 
than ‘all the other companies’ activities com- 
bined in the last half-century of electrical 
progress. 

‘So long as the facts are known and we 
receive from the British Government the 
same ineasure of support in our international 
business as the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corporation receives from the 
American Government, we have no reason 
to fear this competition. : 

“Mr. Denny also refers to British shipping 
in his remarkable book, and says that 
America has determined to challenge British 
supremacy, and, for strategic and commercial 
reasons, to put a larger American merchant 
marine on the seas at all costs. 

“It is just as well that Mr. Denny has 
been good enough to warn us of the efforts 
that American capital is making to establish 
a dominating position throughout the world, 
in all forms of communication; but I repéat 
that. in the fields in. whieh we.are engaged

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MR. SHINWELL ON

CRITICAL SITUATION. 


A critical situation has been created by 
the refusal of the Mining Association—the 
coal-owners’ organisation—to nominate 
six members to serve on the National 
Industrial Board, which is to form a part 
~ the machinery of the new Coal Mines 
Act. ii 
The Minister for Mines (Mr. Shinwell), 
in a statement to the Press Association 
yesterday, 
believing that the Mining Association-will 
adhere to this attitude, which, im effect, is 
a refusal to assist in carrying out the éx- 
pressed will of both Houses of Parhament. 
But if the Mining Association should “per- 
sist in its present attitude, it. does not 
follow that this part of the Act ‘becomes 
inoperative. Having consulted tlie coal- 
owners, my Department is empowered— 
indeed obliged—to proceed to the ap- 
pointments without the help of the 
Mining Association, and will, if necessary, 
do so, in order that the National Wages 


i Board, to which the Government attaches 


very great importance, shall be in a posi- 
tion to carry out its functions if, district 
disputes arise. 

‘* But I am bound to say that I am not 
yet willing to accept the position that the 
view expressed by the Central Committee 
of the Mining Association in the letter. I 
have received is the final and unalterable 
decision of the coal-owners of Great 
Britain. 

A CONFERENCE. 

“ I am about to invite the Mining Asso- 
ciation to confer with me shortly on a 
number of matters, including the continu- 
ance of the Welfare Fun and safety 
measures, and I shall take the oppor- 
tunity, when we meet, of discussing with 
them their present refusal. I hope they 
will see fit to reconsider their decision, 

“ It must be fully understood that, even 
if this part of the Act was rendered less 
effective through the refusal of the owners 
to serve—which is by no means likely—it 
does not in any way interfere with the 
operation of other sections of the Act— 
for example, the fixing of minimum prices, 
the allocation of output, the appointment 
and operations of the Amalgamation Com- 
missioners, and the reduction of the half- 
hour in the working day, which automati- 
cally comes into operation on December 
ss 

Mr. Shinwell denied the report that in 
Scotland recently he was in conference 
with Scottish coal-owners. 


THE OWNERS’ ATTITUDE. 

The Mining Association last night made 
no reply to Mr. Shinwell’s statement, but 
a spokesman for the coal-owners said that 
the Central Committee would hear what 
Mr. Shinwell had to say on the question 
of the National Board. At present it was 
““a forlorn hope ” that they would re- 
consider their decision. The point of view 
was stressed that no obligation was laid 
on the Mining Association, or on anybody, 
to select members, and, therefore, there 
could be no affront: to, or-defiance of, the 
will of Parliament by the owners’ refusal 
to suggest names. The owners had exer- 
cised the discretion which the will of 
Parliament gave to them. 

It was also pointed out unofficially yes- 
terday that the Association had no power 
to enter into national negotiations. 

It was obvious: from statemetns made 
by the miners’ leaders that it was intended 
to pass on to the Board proposals made 
for new agreements in the districts, if the 
terms were not regarded as satisfactory. 
“In effect,” it was stated, ‘‘ district 
agreements would no longer be possible, 
because the miners would refer the issues 
involved to the Naticnal Board.”’

Prince Starhemberg, a leader of the Heim- 
wehr (the armid Fascist organisation), who 
has been made Minister of the Interior ii 
the new  Christian-Social Cabinet, has 
deemed it necessary to issue a statement 
with a view to reassuring public opinion 
concerning the election manifesto published 
last night by the Heimwehr. 

The manifesto, after declaring that body's 
determination not to allow a ‘“ Red”’ 
majority “ to snatch the helm of State from 
its grasp,’ said that the Heimwehr must 
take part in the electoral struggle inde 
pendently of political parties, and must build 
a new State~-a Heimwohr State. 


THE EXPLANATION. 

In to-day’s explanation the new Minister, 
whose appointment as a Heimwehr man ‘9 
such a key position evoked anxiety in some 
quarters, says that it is quite wrong to 
interpret the manifesto as directed against 
any political party, and, in particular, 
against the biggest Austrian party (the 
Christian-Social Party, which has formed 
the new Government), or against the Federal 
Chancellor (Herr Vaugoin) himself, who is 
known as a supporter of the Heimatwelhr. 

Only prejudiced people, he adds, could 
interpret the manifesto as meaning that the 
Heimwehr Ministers (two Heimwehr men 
are in the Cabinet) want beforehand to de- 
clare the result of the election null and void. 


TACTICS IN THE ELECTION. 

The tactics to be pursued in the coming 
elections have in  nowise, he says, been 
decided by the creation of a '“ Heimat ”’ 
bloc. Rather will it be for the Federal an] 
Provincial leaders to decide in what manner 
the Heimat bloc shall take part in the elec- 
toral straiggle.

GOLD AND WORLD'S 
CREDIT... 


- 


The Times to-day, in a leading article. 
on the Interim Report of the International 
Gold Delegation, says:—There is ample 
evidence, in fact, to support the view that the 
present fall in prices is.due, not to scarcity 
of gold, but to an increased production of 
commodities in both agricultural and manu- 
facturing countries. It is, in fact, less than 
the movement which took place in the 
opposite direction during the war period, 
when there was a relative scarcity of goods 
and services, and it has done no more than 
cancel out the greater part of an exceptional 
increase in prices at an abnormal time. Yeare 
of plenty, with. falling prices, have followed 
upon years of scarcity, with rising prices, and 
the world is depressed. Strangely enough, it 
will not fee! buoyant again until scarcity 
supervenes. with a fresh rise in prices. This 
view. of economic welfare is essentially that 
of producers and not of consumers. ‘Taken 
alone, it is a wholly misleAding view of the 
world’s economic situation. 

Clearly, there can be no real cause for 
depression, because the supplies of material 
Wealth are greater, even though that fact 
presents sume knotty problems for producers, 
vvho are forced to resort to every kind of in- 
genuity to reduce costs. But even from these 
eliorts the world in the end will gain a 
benefit. The ‘internal combustion engine, for 
instance, has enormously increased’ the 
facilities for production and distribution 
throughout the world, and, in general, less 
and “ “less human  — effort is required 
to produce a given quantity of goods. 
Unfortunately, the resultant leisure is badly 
distributed, but there is reason to believe that 
the mal-distribution of leisure is due more 
to other causes than to scarcity of gold, 
either present or future. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF C™EDIT. 

Tt 1s true that if more gold had been 
produced, then the producing country would 
either have purchased mere goods or have 
lent the proceeds of the gold to other 
countries for them to spend, and that in conse- 
quence the demand for other products would 
have increased. If Russia and China, for 
instance, produced more gold, these countries 
would be able to spend more abroad than at 
present, though it is doubtful whether, in the 
case of a larger output in South Africa, the 
producers would be disposed to lend the gold 
to either China or Russia. Credit, in short, 
be an important part in international 
inancial operations, and this fact ought never 
to be overlooked. The destruction of credit 
in Europe since the war has been enormous, 
and its replacement “will take time. The 
world has learned to speed up its production 
very considerably since the war, but owing 
to the destruction of credit that production 
is not distributed so easily as in earlier days. 

The Gold Delegation’s interim report pro- 
vides a statistical basis for the more im- 
portant part of its inquiry, but its final 
report alone will show what practical con- 
tribution, if any, it can make for rehabilitat- 
ing the world’s credit and facilitating the 
economic distribution of the world’s produc- 
tion. “Meanwhile it would be a blunder of 
the first magnitude to suppose that our pre- 
sent trade difficulties are in any way due to 
the possibility of a future scarcity of gold, or 
that 1f the Gold Delegation should succeed in 
bringing about an improved working of the 
gold standard, trade depressions will, there- 
fore, beccme a thing of the past. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 
EXCHEQUER. 


SIX MONTHS’ FIGURES. 

The Northern Ireland ME xchequer 
returns for the six months ending 30th 
September last, which was issued yester- 
day, show that the balance in the Ex- 
chequer on that date was £15,193. 

During the six months the total revenue 
and receipts from all sources, including 
£56,961 brought from last year, was 
£8,506,700, of which £642,994 was trans- 
ferred revenue. and £2,385,452 reserved 
revenue. Non-tax revenue included 
£329,000 from land purchase annuities, 
and £228,240 from the imperial contribu- 
tion towards Northern Ireland Unemploy- 
ment Fund equalisation payment. 

On the expenditure side, £995,500 was 
the cost of education, while grants to 
local authorities .absorbed £625.000, ('on- 
stabulary £472,000, unemployment insur- 
ance and relief grants £765,633, old age 
pensions £657,000, loans to Unemploy- 
ment Fund, net, £348,867.

FREE STATE 
LEGATION 
FOR ROME. 


ESTABLISHMENT SAID 
TO BE PENDING 
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By Our SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
ONDON, Friday. 
HE principal event at the Imperial 
Conference to-day is the banquet 
which is being given by the King at 
Buckingham Palace this evening, and, 
as I write, most of the delegates are in- 
volved in the toils of their attirement in 
Court costume. Nothing makes a man so 
self-conscious as the exposure of his calves, 
albeit they be sheathed in silk stockings, 
and more than one of His Majesty’s guests 
to-night will be glad when they get «a 
chance to park their nether limbs beneath 
the Royal mahogany. 

In spite of their very natural pre- 
occupation, however, the delegates managed 
to get through a good deal of work this 
morning, 

The Conference still is in the experi- 
mental stage. Problems are being sur- 
veyed rather hastily—as an official said 
to-day, the delegates are taking a prelimi- 
nary canter over the course. One point 
after another is being referred to com- 
mittees with a view to its re-consideration 
at a later stage, and although the Con- 
ference has been only at work for three 
days, a clearing already has been made in 
the jungle of issues through which the 
delegates have to make their way. 

To-day the constitutional questions that 
remain to be settled once again were on 
the tapis. 

A strong committee has been appointed, 
under the chairmanship of Lord Sankey, 
to deal with the minute of these 
problems, and it is the ambition of the 
Conference to complete its review of con- 
stitutional issues next Monday, in order 
that the Lord Chancellor and his 
colleagues may be able to get down to 
work as quickly as possible. 


MEANS OF COMMUNICATION. 

The position of Governors-Genera] still 
is occupying the Premier’s attention. 
This matter has a number of offshoots, all 
of which must be regulated before the 
Conference comes to an end, and during 
the last two days the heads of delegations 
have been examining it in every aspect. 
Their object at present is to review the 
events of the last four years since the 
constitutional position of Governors- 
General was altered, to see how the new 
system has worked in practice, and. <f 
necessary, to amend it. At the mumnient 
only general principles are being dis- 
cussed. 

One important point is that of the 
means of communication between 
Dominion Governments and foreign 
Powers, In the old days the Governor- 
General acted as an agent between the 
Dominion and the Foreign Office in Lon- 
don, but now some of the Dominions have 
exercised their right to appoint their own 
diplomatic representatives in foreta? 
capitals, while others continue A 
entirely on the Foreign Office. 


FREE STATE LEGATION FOR ROME? 

The Free State, for instance, has full- 
i binoded Ministers at the Vatican City, 
Washington. Varis and Berlin, and I 
learn that the establishment of a Free 
State Legation in Rome is pending. I 
was very muca surprised, by the way, to 
discover this evening that a highly-placed 
personage in the confidence of the British 
Government was not sure whether the Free 
State had sent Ministers to any country 
except the United States. Do we real'y 
count for so little? 

Since 1926 the practice has been for 
Dominion Governments to treat directly 
with those foreiun Vowers in whose 
capitals they had their own Ministers, 
and in the case of the others to deal 
through the Foreign Office in London. 
What it amounts to is this, that the 
Foreign Office places its whole machinery 
| at the disposal of the 
Dominion Governments, who thus have 
matters both ways. They can _ deal 
directly with the Powers in which they 
are particularly interested—the Free State 
ean use its Ministers in Rome, Washing- 
ton, Paris and Berlin, ignoring London— 
and, for the rest, they can have the 
services of the British Diplomatie Ser- 
vices, free, gratis and for nothing. 

Whether this svstem will be continued 
after the present Conference, I am not mm 
a position to say. Probably it will, 
because the British Government is most 
anxious to accommodate the Dominions in 
every possible way. It is essential that 
there shall be some recognised and 
standardised procedure in these matters, 
because some of the Dominions have no 
intention of incurring the expense of their 
own Diplomatic Services, being interested 
less in sovereign status than in their 
imperial positions, while others are 
striving to make themselves completely 
independent of Great Britain in diplo- 
matic as well as in all other respects. 


QUESTION OF HIGH COMMISSIONERS 


The problem of Governors-Genera! and 
diplomatic representation has a corollary 
in the question of High Commissioners. 
This matter also is being discussed by 
the Conference. At present a High Com- 
missioner is neither diplomatic fish nor 
fowl, or even good red herring. In London 
especially the problem of precedence is a 
matter of constant embarrassment and 
the delegates all feel that it is high ti.ne 
that the position of High Commissioners 
should be regularised. 

Here, again, the question of diplomatic 
status arises. I understand that this 
aspect of the problem has not yet been 
considered by the Conference, but, sooner 
or later, it is certain to be brought up. 
Take the case of the Free State. Its 
representatives in several foreign capitals 
are Ministers with the full privileges of 
regular diplomatists. Mr. Smiddy, in 
London, has no diplomatic status what- 
ever. He is merely a glorified Trade 
Commissioner. 

Furthermore, if Great Britain should 
decide to send a High Commissioner to 
Dublin, as, indeed, she should have 
done long ago, what would be his 
position? He would be the direct repre- 
sentative of the British Government, 
by far the most important Government 
in the world from the Free State's 
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point of view. Yet he would rank below 
& foreign Consul-General. ‘he existing 
a clearly is anomaious, out whether 
the present Uonference w.l change it or 
not remains to be seen. 

“LONG NEEOED REFORM. 

I Tearn that the problem of High Com- 
missioners’ rates, taxes and Customs 
duties have been settled satisfactorily, but 
as the grant of full diplomatic’ status 
merely is a logical development of the 
right’ of Dominion Governments to 
establish Legations abroad, there seems 
to’ be no sound reason for the further 
postponement of a long-needed reform, 

These, then, are the subjects that have 
been ‘occupying the attention of the Con- 
ference for the last few days. Its real 
labours will begin next week, when on 
Wednesday what will amount to a second 
reading debate will take place in regard 
to the economic problem. All the delega- 
tions are keeping their own counsel con- 
cerning their attitude towards this all- 
important matter, but it is not difficult 
to forecast how the debates will shape 
themselves. Australia, Canada and South 
Africa are desperately anxious to improve 
their positions in the British market. 
Australia, being in a very bad way finan- 
cially, must extend her overseas trade. 
Canada is suffering from the incidence of 
the United States new tariffs, and South 
Africa dreads the removal by Mr. Snowden 

Of the existing import duties on such com- 
modities as dried fruits. New Zealand 
seems to be content to agree to anything 
that the British Government likes to 
decide, while the Irish Free State takes 
the view that, while it stands to gain 

heavily by the imposition of food taxes by 

the British Government, the matter is 
primarily one to be decided between 

London and the overseas Dominions. 

If Mr. Macdoua!d’s Government cousents to 
change its fiscal poh v fcr the sake ot 
‘‘anada, Australia. or | South Africa, the 
Saorstat always will be pleased to pick up 
any unconsidered trifles in the way of prefer- 
ences on Domimon butter, eggs or live-

MATTERS OF DETAIL. 

Such roughly is the position at the moment. 
While the heads of delegations are making 
good progress with the main task of the Con 
ference, several committees are hard at work 
on matters of important detail. 

Mr. Van Den Heever. of. South Africa. has 
been avnointed Chairmen of the Committee 

on Mandates; General Sir Fabian Ware is 
presiding over the War Graves Committee: a 
Canadian. the Hon. Bugh (Guthrie, is in 
charge of the Committee on Civil Aviation; 
an Austialian has the Committee of Overseas 
Settlement, and the New Zealand Premicr 1s 
“hairman of the Committee of Communica 
tions So far no Irish delegate has been 
appointed as chairman of a committee, but 
the list is by no means exhausted yet. 

The General Economic Committee had & 
long session to-day. Its work is chiefly tech- 
nical, and therefore of li(tle general interest at 
the moment. It dealt. to-day with the problem 
of old age pensions. that is to say, with the 
position of old age pensioners who emigrate 
from one part of the Commonwealth to another, 
and sometimes fall between the two stools, for- 
leiting their pensions in the process. An effort 
will be made to ensure that if, for instance. a 
Free State pensioner oes to England his or 
her pension will coniinue automatically. and

The Bar of England paid its last solemn 
homage to the Earl of Birkenhead yesterday 
in the Chapel of Gray's Inn, London, of 
which he was Master. Into the sanctuary 
they came, the judges, the King’s Counsel, 
and the lawyers of a newer generation, to bid 
a sad farewell to one of the greatest lawyers 
of his time. i 

Before the little altar they saw his coffin 
resting, covered with flowers from those who 
loved him, Lady Birkenhead stood bravely, 
while the sweetly melancholy music of the 
choristers filled the chapel. Near her were 
her two daughters, Lady Eleanor and Lady 
Pamela Smith, and the new Earl, her twenty- 
two years old son, and around the bier were 
his intimate friends—Mr. Tim Healy, Com- 
monder McGrath, and the rest. 

THE PROCESSION FROM THE CHAPEL. 

In the candle-Tit dimness of the chapel 
judge and barrister stood with heads bowed, 
listening to the softly-sung words from the 
choir. ; 

“Lord, now lettest Thou Thy servant de 
part in peace,’ chanted. the chovristers, and 
they bore the bier with its flowers down. the 
aisle into the sunshine that smiled: upon 
Gray's Inn like.a benediction.

The airship R 101 will leave Cardington 
to-night for her experimental flight to 
India by way of France and the Med1- 
terranean to Ismailia (Egypt), and thence 
to Karachi. 4 

Among the passengers will be Lord 
Thomson, the ié Minister; Sir Sefton 
Brancker,, Wing-Commander KR. B. B. 
Colmore, Director of Airship Develop- 
ment ; Lieutenant-Colone! V. C. Richmond, 
the designer of R101, Assistant Director 
of Airship Development (Technical), and 
Major G. H. Scott, Assistant Director 
Airship Dewelopment (Flying). 

DINNER IN EGYPT. 

Lord Thomson wishes to have the round 
trip completed by October 19th, so that 
he may attend the Imperial Conference 
discussions on transport. He is taking 
his personal servant on the trip. 

The dinner on the night of the mooring 
at Ismailia, Egypt, will be a great State 
affair. It will be served aboard ship in 
the spacious lounge, where carpets will 
help the illusion that the diners are in a 
fine modern room on Mother Earth instead 
of in a room swinging 130 feet above the 
ground and over 100 yards from the ship's 
anchorage. 

Within twelve hours of her mooring, if 
the first part of the cruise has been success- 
ful, R101 will have cast off from Ismailia. 
Ismailia will be reached by way of France 
and the Mediterranean. 

A DIFFICULT STAGE. 

The most difficult stage of the whole 
flight will be from Karachi back to 
Ismailia, where the wind | current, 
which was favourable on the outward 
journey, will now have to be = over- 
come.

SEQUEL TO DISMISSAL 
OF MANAGER,

In the Belfast Vacation Court yesterday, 
before Lord Justice Andrews, an application 
was heard in .an intended action to be 
brought by Samue! Lyttle, Lisuasure House, 
Donach-néy, against the Rev. John Dun- 
woodic, Minister, of Donacloney Presbyterian 
Church. for an interlocutory injunction to 
restrain the Minister frem interfering with 
the school in any way in future or trespassing 
on the property. 

Mr. W. D. Hume (instructed by Messrs. 
Wallace and Co.), who-- moved, read the 
affidavit of #.e proposed plaintiff, which set 
forth that the Minister of Donacloney Preshv- 
terian Church acted as manager of the school, 
hut owing to the attitude of the proposed 
defendant as regards the upkeep and main- 
fenahce of the school in question the Educa- 
tion Authority got into communication with 
the patron of the school and. informed him 
that the proposed defendant had been dis- 
missed as manager, and requesting the patron 
to convene a meeting and have a new 
manazer appointed’ A meeting was duly con. 
vened, ind at that meeting the plaintiff was 
appointed manager of the school. The pro- 
posed defendant had In. his possession the 
kevs for the school, which he got into his 
possession during his time as manager, and 
these were still in his possession. A new 
lock had been put on by Mr. Dunwoodie o: 
a door in the school late last year, and thie 
door was still locked, the defendant having 
the key. On Thursday it was found that the 
school had been entered, one old lock re- 
moved, and three additional new locks put on 
doors inside the building. Plaintiff had 
ascertained from Mr. Dunwoodie that he had 
committed the acts complained of. 

POWER TO DISMISS. 

Mr. Porter (instructed by Messrs C. and J 
Black), for the defendant, said that the 
Education Authority had no power to dism: 
Mr. Dunwoodie. The attitude of Mr. 
Dunwoodie was this: It was altogether a 
dispute with the Ministry of Education as 
to the vesting of the school. The Ministry 
wanted this school vested, and some dispute 
arose between the Ministry and trustees as 
to the terms of the vesting. Mr. Dunwoodie 
had stood out against the terms suggested by 
the Ministry. The result of that appeared 
to have been that the Ministry apparent 
became dissatisfied with Mr. Dumwoodie, and 
withdrew recognition from him as manager of 
the school. They could not dismiss Mr. 
Punwoodie. The question would artse whether 
the Ministry had any power to withdraw 
recognition, and he suggested the Ministry's 
action was entirely improper. 

Lord Justice Andrews granted 
locutory injunction; notice of motion to be 
served, returnable for next Friday.

ARMED DESCENT ON 
AN ISLAND. 


DUTCH COMMANDER ON 
TRIAL. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Friday 

An exploit worthy of the buccaneers 
who sailed the Spanish Main beneath the 
‘* Jolly Roger ” was recalled to-day, when 
the Prosecutor asked the Superior Military 
Court to pass sentence of five days’ im- 
prisonment on Captain Borren, former 
commander of the Dutch troops in the 
island of Curacao, Dutch West Indies. 

Captain Borren is accused of having con- 
tributed by negligence to the success of 
the sensational raid on Willemstad last 
year, when several hundred Venezuelan 
revolutionaries took the fort completely 
by surprise, shot down all who opposed 
them, footed the armoury, and then put 
to sea, with the Dutch Governor and 
military commander as hostages. The 
prisoners were released soon afterwards 
and allowed to return to the colony, while 
the revolutionaries, equipped with the 
stolen arms and ammunition, landed on 
the Venezuelan coast and attempted an 
abortive revolt against the Government. 

The raid naturally caused a great stir 
in Holland at the time, and measures were 
taken to ensure a more efficacious defence 
of the country’s overseas’. territories 
against such daring marauders.
